EDMONTON,  Aug.  18  (CP).| 
— Refining  installations  were 
heavily  damaged  In  a fire  to- 
night which  raged  for  nearly 
an  hour  at  the  Imperial  Oil 
refinery  on  Edmonton’*  east- 
ern outskirts  before  It  was, 
brought  under  control. 

The  fire  broke  out  In  the  ther- 
mal cracking  unit,  where  crude 
oil  is  passed  through  the  first 
stages  of  refining.  Flames,  fed 
by  a broken  valve  through  which 
poured  a stream  of  oil.  shot  more 
than  50  feet  In  the  air. 

Little  organized  action  could  be,, 
taken  to  control  the  fire  forj 
nearly  an  hour  until  specially 
trained  firefighters  were  called 
to  duty.

- 'Hie  idea— and  one  often  hears  it  discussed— of 
knocking  off  five  hundred  and  fifty  miles  (or  even 
more)  in  a day’s  driving  is  better  left  just  an  idea;  for 
if  such  mileage  is  to  be  maintained  for  six  or  seven 
consecutive  days,  it  develops  into  something  dose  to 
torture.  If  two  are  driving,  lapping  say  every  four 
hours  and  driving  long  after  dark,  then  true  enough 
long  distances  can  be  covered.  Even  so,  people  that 
have  been  thrashing  roads  for  twelve  or  fourteen  hours 
a day  generally  find  firm  ground  swaying  when  they 
finally  start  hunting  for  a place  to  sleep;  and  their 
shirts  are  wet.  and  their  pants  are  wrinkled  and  their 
eyes  generally  screwed  up  like  little  sun-dried  prunes. 

Four  times  this  reporter  has  crossed  Canada  by  car, 
and  now  swears  that  he’ll  never  drive  more  than  r 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  in  any  given  day.  These  four 
trasaings  each  took  seven  days;  at  the  end  of  each 
second  day  he  was  invariably  jibberlng  to  himself;  by 
the  fourth  he’d  be  too  full  of  coffee  and  prairie  dust  to 
even  jibber,  and  by  end  of  the  seventh,  he’d  be  ready 
to  crawl  away  from  the  car  and  not  look  at  it  for  a week. 

* * * 

Now  if  anybody  contemplates  a roast-to-coast 
Trans-Canada  junket  (by  car)  be  sure  of  two  things 
. . . take  a chum  along  ...  no  matter  how  stupid  he  is — 
his  very  stupidity  will  reduce  the  "jibbers” — and  see 
that  he  drives  decently:  which  cuts  down  nerve-strain; 
and  be  certain  to  allow  ten  to  twelve  days  for  the  ex- 
periment. If  you  try  it  alone,  and  on  the  "seven-day 
plan."  here’s  what  happens,  and  it’s  not  at  all  amusing. 

You’ll  be  optimistically  road-borne,  say  by  6 a m. 
and  doubtless  cooing  to  yourself.  "Gee  Swell.  Nobody 
on  the  road,  and  at  an  average  of  ‘fifty’  I’ll  have  .peeled 
off  two-fifty  by  about  noon."  But  by  about  10  a.m. 
you  suddenly  realize  that  you've  been  bunting  the  old 
kettle  along  in  the  high  seventies  for  four  quite  dreary 
hours,  and  incidentally  becoming  dry.  £o  it’s  coffee, 
bogorrah;  and  by  the  time  you've  found  a cafe,  and 
parked,  and  locked  the  car.  and  stretched,  and  drunk 
your  coffee  and  got  going  again,  you’ll  notice  half-an- 
haur  has  passed,  and  a peek  at  the  speedometer  reveals, 
rather  unkindly,  that  you've  only  covered  about  a hun- 
dred and  ninety  miles.

Frowningly,  you  then  realize  that  even  to  average 
fifty  m.p.h.  it’s  necessary  to  be  buzzing  mostly  abovl? 
"eighty."  Curves  slow'  you  down;  so  do  the  little  towns 
you  traverse;  so  do  narrow  bridges,  refueling,  tires, 
water,  changing  oil — they  all  eat  up  alarming  mouth- 
fuls of  priceless  time  and  are  also  tiresome. 

Albeit,  you  slog  obstinately  on,  th«o  around  1 
o’clock,  you  feel  hungry;  so  another  half  to  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  is  lost  in  feasting;  thpn  on  again; 
and  presently  (and  regardless  if  the  air  be  hot  or  cool) 
comes  that  cursed  drowsiness.  The  road  is  straight 
and  wide;  mile  after  mile  of  dull  droning  monotony; 
and  the  hum  of  the  motor  and  the  sonorous  song  from 
four  fat  tires  begins  to  slowly  mesmerize.  You  light 
a cigarette,  or  try  to  whistle,  or  slap  the  back  of  your 
neck  with  your  hand;  but  no  good,  those  hypnotic  road-

From  this  you'll 
eventually  shake  free,  feeling  lost  and  quite  peevish. 
Two  hours  have  passed  in  slothful,  degenerating  slum- 
ber.

Victoria  banks  are  going  Into 
action  this  week  in  an  effort  to 
clear  up  a major  problem  created 
by  the  mixing  of  “unwanted" 
U.S.  silver  Coins  into  the  local 
currency. 

Yesterday  the  banks  started 
warning  customers  that  if  they 
included  U.S,  coins  in  their  rolls, 
of  silver  deposits,  they  would  be 
liable  to  pay  a special  discount 
rate. 

This  discount  rate  will  be  two 
full  cents  above  the  prevailing; 
rate  of  exchange.  Yesterday  the 
silver  rate  was  seven  cents  on  the 
dollar. 

Until  this  week  the  banks  had' 
been  accepting  US.  silver  pr<* 
vlded  the  coins  were  only  a small 
percentage  of  the  total. 

NUMBER  GROWS 

Now  the  number  of  UJ3.  coins 
In  Victoria  has  grown  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  are  forming 
bout  20  per  cent  of  the  total  silver 
moving  In  the  city. 

The  banks  do  not  intend  to 
open  every  roll  of  silver  that  la 
deposited,  but  they  are  asking 
customers  who  receive  these  rolls1 
lo  bring  them  back  If  they  con-i 


tain  U.S.  silver  coins,  when  they 
will  be  replaced  by  Canadian 
coins. 

Each  roll  Is  marked  and  the  or- 
iginal depositor  will  be  asked  to 
pay  the  discount. 

"It  is  the  only  way  we  can  do 
lt,H  said  a Victoria  banker.  "If 
we  tried  to  examine  every  roll 
deposited  we  would  be  unable  to 
do  our  normal  business,  but  we 
hope  thst  once  our  customers 
realize  that  they  will  be  liable  for 
a discount  'Charge  they  will  co- 
operate with  us  In  segregating 
the  U.S.  and  Canadian  coins." 
BANKA  LOADED 

Meanwhll?,  most  banks  are  be- 
coming loaded  with  rolls  of  silver, 
already  accepted  without  charge, 
and  which  contain  so  much  U S. 
silver  that  the  coins  cannot  be 
put  back  into  immediate  circula- 
tion.

Dot.  the  three- yesrnkl  hound  whose 
milk  nourished  the  kittens  during  the 
first  few  weeks  after  they  were  cap 
lured,  will  have's  star  role  when  "Wild 
eat"  Harry  Brown  shows  his  unique 
pets  In  a tent, show  at  Parksville  com- 
munity beach  and  probably  In  moat  of 
the  fall  fairs  on  Vancouver  Island. 

Brown,  ace  cougar  hunter  of  the 
district,  slates  that  hia  cougar,  ranging 
Ln  age  from  four  to  flve  months,  are 
the  ~gentleat  things  alive  " 

They  are  particularly  attached  to 
their  foster  mother  and  play  around  her 
like  so  many  domestic  kittens.  Every 
one  of  the  ten  hounds,  moat  of  which 
have  killed  cougar  In  the  woods,  has  a 
protective  attitude  toward*  the  young- 
sters. 


The  five  kittens  have  been  raised  at 
"Wildcat's"  China  Creek  cabin.  They 
are  members  of  two  different  families, 
the  first  two  taken  by  the  hunter  when 
he  killed  their  mother  on  March  15,  and 
the  other  thret  added  to  Dot's  family 
around  the  first  of  April. 

In  each  caae.  the  mewling  klltens 
were  carried  home  in  Brown's  shirt  and 
made  their  home  by  his  cabin  stove 
until  they  had  their  eyes  open. 

They  now  live  tn  a large  runway 
behind  the  cabin,  where  (hey  are  pro* 
vlded  with  plenty  of  opportunity  to 
exercise  their  r deal  Instinct  to  dlmb. 

They  an  about  two  feet  tn  length 
from  nose  to  tip  of  tail  and  weigh  about 
12  pounds  each. 

Brown,  who  has  hunted  mygar  on 
Vancouver  Ialand  for  forty  years,  has 
shot  more  than  200  in  his  day  and 
recently  wss  appointed  a government 
bonus  hunter. 

He  believes  his  bound  pack  to  be  the 


best  .breed  and  trained  in  B.C.  and 
claims  that  not  one  will  chase  a deer  In 
the  woods. 

For  the  past  16  years  he  has  lived 
In  various  cabins  In  the  China  Creek 
area,  and  haa  a collection  of  pictures 
and  trophies  lo  substantiate  his  almost 
fabulous  tales  of  hunting  experience*. 
He  has  shot  timber  wolves  from  his 
rabln  door,  haa  watched  wild  anlmala 
In  their  natural  habits  and  knows  their 
ways  aa  few  men  do. 

Brown  haa  a permit  from  the  game 
department  to  keep  and  show  hia  cougar 
family  He  feeds  them  twice  daily  on 
meat  fish  and  dog  meal  and  calls  each 
of  the  klttena  by  name 

Starting  Monday,  the  cougar  will  be 
shown  at  Parksville  beach  and  arrange- 
menta  have  hem  made  to  exhibit  them 
at  the  Alheml  district  fall  fair.

Not  only  do  vacationing  com- 
rades have  to  put  up  with 
crowding  and  second-rate  food, 
hut  some  of  the  resorts  are 
dirty,  the  shops  haven’t  much  to 
sell,  the  cultural  activities  are  at 
such  a low  ebb  complains  Trud, 
the  poor  vacationers  have  to  re- 
sort to  such  activities  as  dancing. 

Big  complaint  is  overcrowding. 
As  a typical  example,  the  paper 
quotes  the  Makopse  Railway 
workers  holiday  home  on  the 
Caucasian  coast. 

Four  berths  in  a room  of 
eight  square  metres  (Just  over 
eight  square  yards)  are  not  un- 
usual, Trud  said.
